INTERNATIONALLY IN CY 1976-1977. NOAAAVMO WORKING FOR COMMERCIAL 
PRODUCTION OF ASDAR AND ENLISTMENT OF INTERESTED COUNTRIES. 
FURTHER TESTING OF PRODUCTION UNITS AND INITIAL OPERATIONAL USE 
PLANNED FOR FIRST GARP GLOBAL EXPERIMENT 1978-1979. IF 
SUCCESSFUL, OPERATIONAL USE WILL CONTINUE AFTER 1979 AS PART 

OF WORLD WEATHER WATCH. 

4. BRAZIL/VARIG ENCOURAGED TO PARTICIPATE DURING PERIOD OF 
FGGE AND ONWARD BECAUSE OF IMPORTANT TROPICAL ROUTES. COST OF 
ASDAR AND INSTALLATION ON WIDE BODY JETS LIKELY TO BE BORNE BY 
LOCAL GOVERNMENTS, PROBABLY THROUGH MET SERVICES. AIRLINES 
NOT BEING ASKED TO PURCHASE ASDAR. QUESTION MAY ARISE ON 
POSSIBLE AIRLINE CHARGES TO CARRY THE 50 LB ASDAR. NOAA BELIEVES 
THAT BENEFITS TO AIRLINES AND CONTROL FACILITIES FROM IMPROVED
